What is claimed is 

1. A server apparatus comprising 
31 means for receiving a mail fr^m a communication 

terminal; \<\kxrud FAX 

yu means for analyzing the received mail so as to 
extract capability information included in said mail; and 

33 capability information /storing means for storing 
said capability information/extracted by said extracting 
means to be made to correspond to communication terminal 
specific information / specifying a communication 
terminal . 

2. The apparatu^ according to claim 1, wherein said 
communication te/mi/nal/ specific information a mail 
address, which is ilio^arCed to the communication terminal, 
is an ID number, ftelephone number, a name, URL or an 
IP address. 

3. The ap/paratus according to claim 1, further 
comprising 

means for recognizing communication terminal 
specific information specifying the communication 
terminal of a recipient of a mail to which an image file 
is attached^ so as to obtain recipient's capability 
information corresponding to said communication terminal 
specific /information from the content which said 
capability information storing means stores; and 

converting means for converting said image file to- 
an image file suitable for said recipient's capability 
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4. The apparatus according to claim X, further 
comprising means for transferring data/to the other 
server so as to register data when the volume of the image 

5 file converted by said converting m^ns is more than a 
default value. 

5. The apparatus according to claim 3, further 
comprising means for transmit tying a mail notifying that 
data has been transferred to the other data to the 

10 recipient of the mail to whiich the image file is attached 
so as to notify the transfer result. 

6. The apparatu^^^ccording to claim 1, further 
comprising : 

means for redo^nLking communication terminal 
15 specific information specifying the communication 
terminal of a recipient of a mail to which an image file 
is attached so as/ to obtain recipient's capability 
Information corresponding to said communication terminal 
specific information from the content which said 
20 capability information storing means stores; and 

means for de/termining whether or not said image file 
is suitable foresaid recipient's capability information 
so as to transfer said image file to the other server and 
register said/image file when said image file is not 
25 suitable for /said recipient's capability information. 

7. TlVe apparatus according to claim 6, further 
comprising means for transmitting a mail notifying that 
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data has been transferred to the other data Xfo the 
recipient of the mail to which the image file ls/4ttached 
so as to notify the transfer result, 

8. The apparatus according to claijrt 1, further 
Comprising means for updating the content, which said 
capability information storing means/stores, to newly 
obtained capability information when said capability 
information storing means receives the mail including 
capability information of the communication terminal 
which has already stored capability information. 

9. The apparatus according to claim 1, wherein said 
capability information storing means is a table for 
storing capability information to be made to correspond 
to communication terminqfl /sjpecif lc information. 



10. A server apparJ 
mail server means 
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comprising : 
r receiving a mail from a 



communication terminal and transmitting the mail to the 
other communication terminal; and 

means for determining whether or not said mail 
includes capability information when receiving said mail , 
and extracting and s/toring said capability information 
when said mail includes capability information. 



(\J 11- An internet facsimile apparatus comprising: 
means for scanning an original so as to obtain image 

data; 

means for converting said image data to a mail so 
as to transmit s^aid mail over the internet or a local area 
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means for obtaining capability information of 
internet facsimile, generating a capability inf orrfiation 
notification mail including said capability information, 
and transmitting said capability /information 
notification mall, thereby notifying said server 
apparatus of said capability information. 

12. The apparatus according t/o claim 11, wherein 
said capability information notification mail generating 
and transmitting means generates a capability 
information notification mail/when power is turned on. 

13. The apparatus according to claim 11, wherein 
said capability information/notification mail generating 
and transmitting me^in^s generates a capability 
information transmit ting|^fn^il in accordance with an 
operator ' s instruction/y 

14. A method /for exchanging capability of a 
communication terminal, comprising the steps of: 

STUbl receiving a mail from a communication terminal; 

Slllol analyzing the received mail so as to extract 
capability information included in said mail; and 

STI^03 storing sai4 extracted capability information to be 
made to correspond to communication terminal specific 
information specifying a communication terminal. 

15. Tlye method according to claim 14, wherein said 
communication terminal specific information is a mall 
address , which is allocated to the communication terminal , 



an ID number, a telephone number, a name, URL or ^n IP 
address . 

16. The method according to claim further 
comprising the steps of: 

recognizing communication terminal specific 
information specifying the communication terminal of a 
recipient of a mail to which an imaoe file is attached; 

obtaining recipient's capability information 
corresponding to said communication terminal specific 
information from the content/ which said capability 
information storing means stores; and 

converting said imade\cile to an image file suitable 
for said recipient's capalra v li£'y information. 
q^-V 17. The method according to claim 14, further 
comprising the step of transferring data to the other 
server so as to register/data when the volume of the image 
file converted by said converting means is more than a 
default value. 

18. The metho'd according to claim 14, further 
comprising the step'of transmitting a mail notifying that 
data has been transferred to the other data to the 
recipient of the Zail to which the image file is attached 
so as to notify the transfer result. 

19. The/ method according to claim 14, further 
comprising the steps of: 

recognizing'communication terminal specific information 
specifying the communication terminal of a recipient of 
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a mail to which an image file is attache 

obtaining recipient's capability information 
corresponding to said communication /Terminal specific 
information from the content whicsh said capability 
information storing means stores; /and 

determining whether or not said image file is 
suitable for said recipient's capability information so 
as to transfer said image f±l& to the other server and 
register said image file whe4i said image file is not 
suitable for said recipient Is capability information. 

20. The method according to claim 19, further 
comprising the step of transmitting a mail notifying that 
data has been transferred to the other data to the 
recipient of the mail to^which the image file is attached

comprising the step of>«t>dating the content, which said 
capability information storing means stores, to newly 
obtained capability information when said capability 
information storing means receives the mail including 
capability inf ormatlion of the communication terminal 
which has already stfored capability information. 

22. A computer-readable storage medium storing a 
computer-executable/ program code therein, said program 
code comprising : 

means for in/structing said computer to receive a 
mail from a communication terminal; 
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means for instructing said computer to analyze said,, 
received mall and to extract capability information 
Included in said mail; and 
means for instructing said computer to stofe said 
extracted capability information to be/ made to 
correspond to communication terminal specific 
information specifying a communication/ terminal. 

23. A computer-readable storage medium storing a 
computer-executable program code ^herein, said program 
code comprising:
